Alrens, nevertheless, managed te 
draw bis revolver on his assailant, 
but a waiter rushed forward and 
knocked up bia arm. Meanwhile the 
assassin shot Didilkowski in the body, 

The assassin was seized as he ats 
tempted to escape from the hotel. His 
name is Maurice Alexander Conradi, 
and, according to the police, who sub- 
jected him to a severe grilling, bes 
longs to the Canton of Grisons. 

Conradi told the police tonight thag 
his uncle and brother had been tor« 
tured and murdered by the bolsheviki 
during the terror in Russia. Ilis 
act in shooting the Russians, he de- 
clared, was one of vengeance, 

Conradi is 38 years of age, and was 
born at Anders. He expressed noe 
regret and admitted that be had fore 
merly served as an officer in the Rus- 
sian army. He returned) recently 
from Russia and came to Lausanne 
today from Zurich, where he has been 
residing 

Conditions Alarminc. 

An examination of Didwilkowski by 
surgeons disclosed two bullets in the 
abdomen, which they were ngt able to 
extract. Late tonight his condition 
was alarming He is 20 years of 
age and was Vorovsky’s secretary. 

Most of the guests in the dining 
room had finished dinner when the 
assassin drew his revolver and ade 
vancing quickly, fired upon the Ruse 
sians. The first bullet struck Voe 
rovsky behind the ear; he fell acrosg 
the tuble and uttered no word: probae 
bly he died immediatelr. Ile was 
struck by other bullets also.
